and recent floods have destroyed the 
approaches. 
A large sum of money 
will be necessary to restore the road 
and bridge.

ness will go to the lowest bidder. Therefore both plants will 
be operated 


on the basis of a reasonable profit. 


This condition was what The Tribune strove for when, in defiance 


of deriding millions of capital, it demanded popular action to secure re ­ 


storation of competition in light and power. There were strong m en; 


good, public spirited and able, 
who said it could not be accomplished 


in the face of obstacles 
everywhere apparent. But it 
was 
done—done 


because the people of La Crosse will not be made slaves to conditions 


within their own control. W hy should they? 


There are times and circumstances where, “Let well enough 
alone.” 


is good advice 
But if “well enough” can be bettered, to “let 
it 
alone” 


is a 
slovenly 
sentiment. 
Certainly W isdom would amend “Let 
well 


enough alone,” to read, “Preserve well enough ’’ There are many skepti­ 


cal people who now arise and ask, “W ill they sell out?*’ “Will they com 


bine,” “Will they do this and that that is dishonorable?*’ 
“T hey” is the 


new company. People do not insult the old trust with queries as to what 
it will do; they know that the old outfit will do anything on earth to turn 


a penny 
But these skeptics are in doubt as to the new company. 
They 


hope it is honest, but they have been double crossed and whipsawed and 
tricked until they are chronic Doubting Thomases. 


And during the period of 
doubt and fears, one sane and apparently 


effective plan for protecting 
the public from further pilfering has been 


suggested. A gentleman who has watched the fight here with interest 
says we should have a “commission.” 


Now stop! You are thinking what we thought, too. A commissioner 


appointed by the city and paid by the city, with powers of 
a 
purely 
mechanical nature, would be a good thing until he became the paid slave 


of one or both of the companies, or of the surviving company. A ppar­ 


ently a futile scheme for attaining only the least of the possibilities of in­ 
telligent supervision! W hat then? 


The gentleman’s plan is broader, more scopeful and does away with 


considerations of petty fakery. 
The proposition is to have a com m is­ 


sion appointed by the mayor or elected by the council, selected from such 
timber as composes the Fire and Police Commission. This body would 


evoke the services of the city electrician for technical purposes; it would 


have power to investigate the affairs of lighting and power companies; 


it would be authorized to examine their plants, tap their lines and 
ex 


amine their business affairs regarding any m a tte rs ‘ in which the rights 
of the people are involved. 


The question next arising is that of the power of 
the 
city 
to. 


thus empoyer a commission in the absence of 
express 
statutary 
provi­ 
sion. That the police power of the city would take it into the mechanical 


field safely, seems possible. 
But to be properly efficacious, the com m is­ 


sion should be backed by express state law giving it power to enforce 


justice as well as to scrutinize the conduct 
of 
the 
concerns 
involved. 


That such a commission, coming from our best citizenship, would 
ab 


solutely safeguard the public against -manipulation or improper conduct. 


is certain 
It would be an honorary body, placed on its honor, of tru st­ 


worthy material.. Its establishment would minimize public 
service 
graft, 


and would bring us as near as possible to ideal conditions. 


So wholesome does this idea appear, that The Tribune has placed it 
before the public with the request that it be made the subject of careful
